A Sensational Divorce 
Washington. 


Suit in

Infatuation of a Handsome and Weathly Wom- 
man for a Gambling-House Runner—Kirk 
and His Peculiar Position in the Vincent 
Household. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 26.—A divorce 
of more than usual interest was argued in 
the Supreme Court of the District to-day. 
Vincent vs. Vincent is the title of the case. 
Charles Vincent, the husband, is a son of 
one of the “F. F. V.,” his family having 
been counted among the leaders of socie- 
ty in Norfolk in years agone. Mrs. Vincent 
is one of the handsomestof the many beau- 
tiful women of Washington. ‘Tall, well- 
formed and developed, with afaceof re- 
markable beauty and an indescribable grace 
of manner, she has been considered a woman 
of many charms. Add to this the fact that 
she is. immensely wealthy in her own right, it 
will not be wondered that Vincent was 
warmly congratulated when he married her 
in 1877, in aristocratic old Georgetown, 
where they both lived. She was the daugh- 
ter of Frank Steele, the founder of the city 
of St. Paul, anda man of great wealth and 
high standing. One of her sistersis the 
wife of Admiral Barney, and another of 
them married the fameus commander of the 
Constitution, Tom Morris, whose name will 
live in the records of the country while the 
history of the greatest naval engagement of 
lis greatest war is told or read.

AN EDITOR’S TESTIMONY. 


Joe Medill of the Chicago Tribune Be- 
fore the Labor Committee. 


NEw YorK, September 26.—Joseph Me- 
dill, publisher of the Chicago Tribune, was a 
witness to-day before the United States Sen- 
ate Sub-committee on Education and Labor. 
He said he had been connected with the 
press since 1848, The chief cause of the im 
pecunious condition of the masses of labor- 
ers in this country he attributed to their 
own improvidence. The only way to 


improve them wes to teach them to save. 
Too much of the earnings of the laborer 
were spent in liquor and tobacco. It has 
been calculated that the 
AMOUNT ANNUALLY SPENT 
by the laboring population in drink was 
$400,000,000, and at least $200,000,000 more is 
spent in cigars, tobaccco and useless amuse- 
ments. The high licenses and high 
rents would do much  tewards  lessen- 
ing the evil. The witness said he 
had very little faith in political prohibition. 
ee lealthy tenement-houses should be torn 
own,

was ee farm-rs, and they were begin- 
ning to understand it.

The capitalization of many railroads was 
far in excess of the cost of construction of 
the roads, and they were annually fleecing 
the people of the country out of millions of 
doilars in profits.

The Chairman of the State Board of 
Health Rebukes Governor Butler. 

Boston, September 26.—Ex-Governor Tall- 
bot, Chairman of the State Board of Heaith 
and Charity, under date of the 2ist instant, 
writes to Governor Butler, stating that the 
latter’s demands for certain cash books 
and ledgers relating to the accounts of the 


superintendent of the out-door, poor, has 
been referred to him, and that he declines 
to deliver. them because the Governor 
has no legal authority to demand them. 
‘Talbot also requests the returi of the ten 


books of record of the board, which the 


Governor got possession of some time ago 
and has since had seve ns eXaimin- 
Ing. Talbot protests against such exparte 
investigation. The superintendent of the 
out.door|poor should have an opportunity for 
an explanation of his accounts, and the 
board is disposed to encourage any investi- 
gation necessary. In fact the Gov- 
ernor has never replied to aie “*re- 
guest made of him by the board 
last June that he should present specific 
charges of misconduct of any officers of the 
board. The board 1s the proper body to in- 
vestigate all charges, and any other method 
of procedure is unwarranted by law and in 
violation of the proprieties of official life,and 
unjust to the officers whose conduct may be 
called in question.

Against St. Louis Merchants. 

Inthe United States Circuit Court this 
morning & jury was engaged in the trial of 
the case of Antone Kufeke against Duncan 
M. Kehlor and~ J. B. M. Kehlor. 
The plaintiff brought suit for- $1,272 55 
and interest from January 2 1879, 
being the balance due him on a 


draught of £600, which he had paid on the 
faith of a shipment by the Kehlors of 750 
barrels of flour, of which 491 barrels were 
lost in a shipwreck between New York and 
Glasgow, in which latter city the plaintiff 
resides, The flour was shipped by the Mer- 
chants’ Dispatch Transportation Company 
of St. Louis on a through bill of lading and 
the transportation company notified the 
Kehiors that the flour would be shipped 
on board the sailing vessel Cyprus. s a 
matter of fact the Cyprus did not carry any 
of the flour, but the Kehlors took out the 
insurance as being on board the Cyprus and 
attached the insurance certificate to the 
draught and bill of lading. A portion of the 
flour went over in the steamer Georgia, but 
the 491 barrels that were lost were shipped 
on board the Zanzibar. Of this 
change of- vessels neither of the 
parties to the suit were informed by the 
lransportatiou company and the insurance 
was of no value. Kufeke paid the draft on 
hiaturity aud sued the Kehiors for the re- 
mainder of the advance, after first dedueting 
the value of the flour which he had received. 
Under instructions from the Court, the jury, 
in this state of facts, found a verdict fur the 
plaintiff inthe sum mentioned. Mr. H. E. 
Mills appeared for the plaintiff and Mr. Geo. 
M. Stewart represented the defendants. 


THE CHOUTEAU SUNK. 


a 


The Iron Steamer Strikes a Snag but is 
Saved from Destruction, 

The great iron hull steamer Charles P. 
Chouteau, which left here for New Orleans 
last Saturday, struck a hidden obstruction 
yesterday morning at seven o’clock. ‘The ac- 
cident occurred three miles velow Commerce 
and 165 miles below St. Louis. As is gener- 
ally known, the Chouteau has sixteen water 
tight compartments in her hold, and these 
are divided into thirty-two half-sized com- 
partments, consequently when the snag was 
struck it knocked a hole in one compartment 
only. The head of the boat plunged down- 
ward, while the greater portion of the craft 
was thrown out of the water, doing but a 
comparative slight damage to the cargo and 
still less to the craft. After the extent 
of the injury was learned the boat’s anchors 
were cast and everything made fast. The 
offic rs arrived this morning and entered 
protest, between $1,500 and* $2,000 being 
named as the loss to cargo, and probably not 
more that $1,000 to the boat. his steamer 
met with a similar accident August 17, 1880, 
and sank exactly the same way. Both times 
the water compartments have saved the 
grand steamer from destruction, and her 
owners are proud of their forethought in 
having them putin. The Chouteau is owned 
by the Chouteau Transportation Company, 
composed of C. C, Maffitt, Edwin Harrison, 
C. P. Chouteau and W. H. Thorwegaa. 

The steamer Helena, which belongs to the 
same parties, will leave at daybreak to-mor- 
row morning, and will take the Chouteau’s 
trip to New Orleans. The Chouteau will re- 
turn to this port for repairs. 

Capt. W. H. Thorwegan, Capt. John Crane, 
Clerk Geo. Miltenberger and Pilot Juies 
Douglass arrived from the wreck this morn- 
ing.

THE MONEY POWER. 

The expression is often used; has it any 
meaning, or is it a mere empty phrase? 

Is there such a thing as the money power? 

We believe that there is such a thing. 
When we speak of the money power the 
words have a deep and intense meaning. 

The modern history of this country dates 
from the close of the war. From that date a 
new set of influences and ideas came into 
play. The money power is one of them. 
Perhaps the chief. 

The money power had its origin in the im- 
mense expenditures of the war. 

It took shave with the great financial trans- 
actions of the national loans and the wild 
speculations in gold and cotton, and in other 
forms of gambling. 

It was strengthened by the revenue policy, 
which built up special interests and created 
privileged classes. 

Its latest development isin the growth of 
corporate monopolies, which have abused 
legal powers to the detriment of the public. 

At present the money power 1s supreme in 
society. Thereis no other social distinction 
except that based on money. 

It is supreme in business. The big fishes 
are eating up the littie ones. 

While we regret these features of its 
growth, they constitute no public wrong, no 
public danger. 

But it is in the field of politics that the 
money power is conspicuously supreme. 
Here is the great public wrong. Here the 
great pubiic danger. 

ls there any department of our public life 
which is not controlled by this potent in- 
fluence? 

We do not speak of the base and venal use 
of money by small politicians for small po- 
litical purposes. Though this corruption 
leads to the higher and greater corruption, 
we may disregard it. ; 
The great wrong and the vital danger con- 
sist in the purchase of political influence by 
the great aggregations of money, with a view 
of using this influence to further extend 
their usurpation of public rights, for the 
purpose of further corruption in the sordid 
service of profit. 

Our cities are wholly under the influence 
of the corruptionists of politics and of the 
corruptionists of wealth. 

In State politics the one supreme influence 
is the money power. The VANDERBILT in- 
terest tells the people of New York 
how far they shall go in legis- 
lating about the railroads. The Gou.p 
interest elects the Governor and the 
Legislature of Missourii The Pennsyl- 
vania Road owns the Pennsylvania State. 

In national politics the money power elects 
the President. At the last election the Pres- 
idency was bought. The Government of 
the United States is the Government of the 
money power. 

The people of this country have few rights 
save such as the money power permits them 
to have. The theory that the people rule is 
rapidly disappearing before the fact that 
the money power rules. 

This is what we mean when we speak of 
the money power. The expression has only 
too much meaning.

WORK AND PLAY. 

A correspondent, in another column, asks 
us why we do not favor olosing the public 
schools during Fair week. It would bea 
sufficient answer to say that during twenty- 
five years the excitement of Fair week had 
never seriously interfered with study in the 
public schools, But there is an additional 
reason. 

This is, that there are altogether too many 
excuses for shirking work. 

The lesson which needs inculcating now 
in the minds of pupils and teachers of the 
public schools, and of all officials in public 
life, and of all people everywhere, is that 
work and duty come first, and that holidays 
should not be made too frequent. 

A little old-fashioned discipline would not 
come amiss in an age of increasing laxness 
and indifference.

of Respect to Jadge Krum’s 
_ Memory Adopted by the Bar. 

The meeting.of the bar which was held in 
Court Room No. 4at 10 o’clock this morning 
to receive the report of the committee ap- 
pointed at the meeting last week to prepare 
resolutions of respect to the memory of the 
recently deceased Judge John M. Krum was 
very largely attenaed. The memorial was 
read by Hon. Albert Todd, who in early life 
was Judge Krum’s partner iu the practice of 
the law in this city. 

The resolutions declare that the life of 
Judge Krum was full of valuable precepts 
for lawyer and for the general citizen as 
well, Judge Krum was born in 1810, in the 
region of Kinderhook, N. Y. His father 
was a German immigrant and his mother at 
English lady. From this parestage he 
became endowed with the two most 
valuable strains of blood of our race, rich as 
his phlegmatic patience, firm push and 
steady perseverance, his vital activity, 
robust resolution and all needful ressive- 
ness. He studiedhis profession in the old 
common law daysin the office of the Hon. 
Arphaxed Loomis of Little Falis, N. Y., 
one of the authors of the 


New 
York Statutory Code of Civil Practice. 
After being admitted to the bar, he came 
to St. Louis and subsequently removed to 
Alton, which was then regaried as the ris- 
ing metro;olitan city of the Mississippi Val- 
ley. His career was sketched from that time 
down to his death. The resolutions con- 
cluded as follows: 

“It will be long time before 
his brethren will realize his surcease 
and forget to expect him. But his last brief

| SLAIN FOR FASHION’S SAKE, 


The Way Little Californians Bring 
Down the Lovely pv Birds. 


From the Sauta Barbara 

During the last two or cree youre St 
since fickle-minded fashion has decreed that 
birds as wellas feathers should be used to 
ornament the heads of the elite of feminine 
si ciety, a new source of revenue has been 
apened to the natives of Southern California. 
Santa Barbara, being “the land of flowers,” 
is necessarily the home of the delicate littie 
humming-bird, which lives upon the distiiled 
pollen or bee food ef our gaudiest flora. In 
aglass case upon the counter within the 
drug store of A. M. Ruiz was discovered two 
rows of dead humwming-birds, each with 
their little “feet turned up to the daisies,” 
“The trade is a recently developed one,” 
said Mr. Ruiz. “It is less than three-years 
old, butitis steadily growing. We do not 
propose to engage very a y in it, as itis 
not exactlyin our line, which is drugs and 
perfuinery; but we find a profitable market 
for ali we can obtain.” 

“How do. you obtain these humming- 
birds ?”” queried the reporter. 

“The littie boys brng them in. There are 
four or five little Californians who live in or 
near town who are experts with sling-shots, 

a skilfully manipulated improvement upoa 
the contrivance used by David to kill Goliath. 
Sinail pebbies or a t-aspoonfal of small bird 
shot is used, and, when propelled by our lit- 
tle huiming-bird hunters, usually bring 
d wn the bird. These littie hunters bring 
in on an average about five birds a da 
“Why do they not use nets? It would not 
destroy or injure the delicate plumage of 
these little birds” 

“Neis would be better, I belleve, but the 
little Spanish children are used to their little 
slingshots and are as skillful with them asar 
their fathers with the tiara, and woe to the 
humuming-bird at which one of these little 
oM -s discharges a charge of pebbies or bird 
sho 
“Is there money inthe business?” 

“No, not worth speaking of. I pay from 
ten to fifteen cents each for the birds, and 
then 1 dress and stuff them and ship them 
to San Francisco. ThenI am paid at the 
rate of fifty cents each for the female com- 
mon bird and seventy-five cents each for 
those male birds of the brilliant plumage.”

“Yes, we have four. There is the ‘Fiery,’ 
or that bird you see there with the red flam- 
ing throat.

A Cnauck who Thinks the Slice Will 
Go the Other Way. 

Dr. 8. W. Cooke and wife of Paris, Onta- 
rio, Can., are stopping at the Planter’s, hav- 
ing just returned from a visit to Dr. Cooke’s 
brother in Hickory County, this State. Dr. 
Cooke expressed himself as highly pleased 
with the great State of Missouri, although 
the section of Canada from which he hails is 


considered a fine agricultural country. It is 
thickly settled with Scotch and Scoteh-Irish 
people. Dr. Cooke does not agree with Pre- 
mier Smith of British Columbia on the sub- 
ject of the future annexation of a slice of the 
States to the British Possessions. He thinks 
the sentiment is all the other way.’ 

**Mv section,” said be toa Post-DISPATCH 
reporter, “rightfully belongs to the United 
States. All of our commercial interests lie 
in this direction.

Now they 
putintoa big macerator, where they are 
pounded into a pulp, and the stock is used 
over again in the manufacture of paper.

A Supper Spread In ‘‘Camille” Sometimes 
~ Worth $40—The Meal in the “Hearts of 
Oak"’—Brokea Furniture. and Smashed 
Crockery—The Papier-Mache Diet of O/den 
Times. 


There was some fun in the Grand Opera 
House box-office, the other day, over John 


A. Stevens’ demand for real champagne to 


be used in a rehearsal of the ball room scene 
in “Her Second Love.” The demand was 
made on Manager Norton, who. represents 
Mr, Spalding in the management of tte 
Olympic, and -he, instead of ordering the 
champagne for Mr. Stevens, told the author, 
actor, etc., that he could produce the scene 
in his own room at the hotel até his own ex- 
pense, if he wanted to, and that the Olympic 
would not furnish the real thing in the line 
of high-priced drinks for him or anybody 
else at rehearsal. A PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, who listenea to the story, asked Mr. 
Norton a few questions concerning the prac- 
tice of theatrical managers in supplying this 
class of “properties” to attractions. 


“All such things are called perishable, 


properties,” said Mr, Norton, ‘‘and the class 
includes furniture or crockery that is broken, 
flowers that are useless after being 
employed a single time, and anything that 
iseaten or destroyed on thestage. ‘They 
are furnished by the local theater as are all 
‘props,’ including even the smallest arti- 
cles, such as letters, matches, etc. These 
latter are called ‘side properties,’ and em- 
brace guns, pistols, pocket-books, money and 
ali that sort of thing. In the ‘Romany 
Rye’ the list of ‘side props’ covers eight 
pages of foolscap, and is the largest I ever 
Baw in any play.” 

‘‘The outlay for perishable properties must 
sometimes be very large?’”’ the reporter sug- 
gested. % < 

“It is,’ was Mr. Norton’s reply, “When 
Ciara’ Morris, Modjeska or Bernhardt sit 
down to the supper in ‘Camille,’ a layoutof 
real viands and sparkling champagne must 
be provided that sometimes costs for a single 
performance as high as $35 or $40. 

SIX PEOPLE 

sit at the table in that scene, and_when the 
star is a paying actress like any I have men- 
tioned, we can afford to provide a costly 
spread. Of course an ordinary actress won't 

eta $35 table in ‘Camill®.’ About $10 or

“Well, in Hearne’s “Hearts of Oak” a 
very pretty supper setisa feature of one ol 
the acts; the dishes come on steaming 
hot and the actors sit down to 
the table and eat ‘with appetites 


-that suggest the possibility of their having 


foregone their regular vesperal meal at the 
hotel for the sake of eeting it on the stage. 
This spread costs from $6 to $8 a perform- 
ance. In ‘As You Like It’ the chaps who 
banguet in the forest of Arden have a real! 
meai set before them, and in dozens of other 
piays platable viands are provided for the 
performers.” 

“And they ate usually all they are repre- 


sented to be? 

“Usually: In ‘Col. Sellers.’ 
as you know,. the- Colonel, his wife 
and their young gnest, the hero 
of the pieces, sit down to a bowl of turnips 
and a pitcher of aqua Mississippensis River 
water. Well, now, you couidn’t expect the 
actors to eat turnips—such a diet would soon 
kill them-—-so we have apples or pears peeled 
and prepared so as to look like the rutabaga 
article, and of course the audience accepts 
them for turnips.” 

“The drinks are, in nearly every case, 
real ?”’ 

“When wine is called for, nowadays, the 
enuine stuff is usually brought on.

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OBLATE SISTERS. 


An Order of Colored Catholic Nuns 
on Morgan Street, 


- — 
— 


History of the Institution—Character of the 
Work the Sisters are Performing—A Colored 
Boarding and Day Sctiool with 135 Pupils. 


A modest sign on which is painted the 
words “Oblate Sisters of Providence,” hangs 
over the doorway of a dingy two-story brick 
house, No, 1411 Morgan street. The sign 
caught the eye of one of the newsgatherers 
of this paver recently, and impressed itself 
upon -his mind so forcibly that yesterday he 
determined to ascertain the meaning of it. 
Outside inquiry developed . the fact that 
“Oblate Sisters of Providenze’”’ is the title of 
an order of colored nuns, and that a branch 
of the order was located sometime ago at the 
number above mentioned; also that the 
Oblate Sisters of this city are under the 
spiritual control of the Rev. Father 
Paenkin, 5S. J. Father Paenkin is 
the pastor of the church of St. Elizabeth 
(colored), at the corner of Fourteenth and 
Gay streets. The building referred to in 
the first lines of this article is a boarding 
and day school, presided over by five sisters 
of the Obiate order, and patronized by over 
one hundred colored children of Catholic 
parentage. The girl who opened the door of 
the establishment in answer to a Post-Dis- 
PATCH young man’s ring, led the visitor into 
the *‘front room,’’ where he was met by 
Sister Dominica Thomas, who appeared to 
be the superior sister of the school. ‘“‘Itis 
quite an old order,”’ said the sister as soon as 
a conversation was begun. ‘“Ihe Oblate Sis- 
ters of Providence are a religious community 
approved by the church and established 
at Baltimore in 1829 by the Rey. James 
H. Joubert, a Sulpician. The real founders 
of the order were Elizabeth Lange, Frances 
Balis andjRose Bogue, natives of San Domin- 
go. Elizabeth Lange became Sister Mary 
Elizabeth. She died in February of last 
year at the age of 95. ‘The members Of the 
community renounee the world to consecrate 
themselves to God and to the Christian edu- 
cation of girls of color. The object contem- 
plated by their institution is truly important, 
for, to*the instruction of a numerous ;urtion 
of society in useful branches, suitable to 
their wants and convenience, it purposes to 
udd the more exalted acquisition of habits of 
solid virtue, and the exact observance of 
piety and correct principles of morality. 
Such an education will necessarily be pro- 
ductive of

among individuals) and in society. Thus, 
whether destined to the care of families, or 
to be otherwise employed in the service of 
their fellow-creatures, the pupils of this In- 
stitution, or aay of our institutions, will be 
found fully competent for the discharge of 
their respective duties.” 

‘What is the name of this school?” 

“St. Elizabeth’s.”’ 

“And when was it started?” 

“The school isa branch from Baltimore, 
and was started the 12th of October. We lo- 
cated first on Seventeenth street, but that 
house became too small for us. Last Janu- 
ary we purchased this place, and when we 
removed we brought with us 105 pupils. Now 
we have 1305.” 

‘‘But this appears to be a very small house 
for 135 pupils.”’ 

“It is; but we have an additional house In 
the rear which we utilize. We would like to 
make additions to the buildfng, but our lim- 
ited means prevent it.” 

‘What is the tuition?’ 

“We arrange that to suit those who call 
upon us. in some cases we charge nothing. 
We have with us six orphans of tender years 
that we have adopted and support,” 

‘‘What ages are your papils?” 

“They range from 5 to 20 years of age.” 

“What do you teach?” 

“Arithmetic, geography, history, grammar, 
orthography, algebra, natural philosophy, 
composition, writing, sewing in all its 
branches and fancy needle-work. Pupils 
may take drawing, painting and vocal and 
instrumental music lessons if they desire.” 

‘“‘How many boarders have you?” 

‘We have only seven boarders; but we 
might have a great many mcre had we room 
forthem. Weare very much crippled for 
room, and I am sure our growth is being con- 
siderably retarded by it. Applications are 

FREQUENTLY REFUSED 
because of lack of accommodation.”’ 

The sister spoke quietly. She is nota 
negress, nor are any one of the sisters, al- 
though all are colored women. She took the 
reporter through the school. It was poorly 
furnished, and the litt:e desks placed close 
together showed many signs of wear and 
tear. A playground of limited space is in 
the rear of the building. A small two-story 
barn-like structure, neatly painted, was 
sointed out as the addition referred to. ‘‘We 
pave a class of jittle boys up-stairs,”’ said 
Sister Dominica, *‘and aclass of grown girls 
down-stairs.”’ 

Father Paenken’s residence adjoins the 
schuol..The reverend gentleman spoke in the 
highest terms of the work of thejsisters, con- 
sidering them a valuable adjunct... “We 
have only a.few Catholic colored families 
here,” he said; ‘‘that is inthis part of the 

ity.’ 

‘What proportion of the colored popula- 
tion of St. Louis is Catholic?’ 

“There are 40,000 negroes in the city, and 
among them are 250 Catholic families. Esti- 
mating four to each family there woula be 
1,000 Roman Catholic souls among the col- 
ored people of this city.” 

‘Are the colored people as devout as the 
whites?” 

‘Quite, but they cannot comprehend the 
religion as well.” 

**You said that there were not many col- 
ored Cutholies in this vicinity. Where are 
they situated mostly?” 

‘In South St. Louis. They were with the 
Rutgers, Labaches and other Catholic fami- 
lies vears ago and have remained down there 
ever since.” 

Father Paenken said the colored Catholics 
of St. Louis andin fact of the country are 
pearly all descendants of the slaves of 
Southern Catholic families. They are hon- 
est, quiet and God-fearing and are respected 
by their own race as highly as by the whites. 
The nuns of the Oblate order are taught and 
serve their novitiate at Baltimore. ey are 
from various parts of the aryacing § and love 
their life dearly. The sisters here take a 
deep interest in their school and it is hoped 
sid will meet with the success they pray 
or.
